Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Southwick  Urban  District  for  1951. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  Birth  Rate  in  1951  was  lower,  otherwise  the  Vital  Statistics 
approximate  very  closely  to  those  of  England  and  Wales. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  for  the  eleventh  successive  year 
there  have  been  no  maternal  deaths  in  the  district. 

The  Infantile  Death  Rate  was  6.9  (one  death).  The  numbers, 
however,  are  so  small  that  no  statistical  signihcance  can  be  drawn. 

Infectious  Disease. 

In  January  the  outbreak  of  Smallpox,  about  which  much  has 
been  written,  occurred  in  Brighton.  No  cases  occurred  in  Southwick 
but  a  large  number  of  contacts  lived  in  the  district.  Liaison  with 
the  Brighton  Health  Department  and  with  neighbouring  authorities 
and  industrial  undertakings  was  complete.  Never  was  the  situation 
out  of  control  and  never  did  this  Department  advise  mass  vaccina¬ 
tion.  All  contacts  were  traced  and  offered  vaccination,  and,  it 
necessary,  placed  in  quarantine.  Industrial  undertakings  at  par¬ 
ticular  risk,  e.g.  laundries  and  dry  cleaning  works,  were  visited  and 
the  staffs  offered  vaccination,  otherwise  the  public  were  advised 
via  the  local  press  not  to  demand  vaccination  from  their  private 
doctors.  In  spite  of  this  the  doctors’  surgeries  were  besieged  and 
approximately  half  the  population  was  vaccinated  in  January.  This 
out-break  taught  us  many  lessons  about  the  disease  and  reminded 
us  of  many  we  had  forgotten,  the  most  important  to.  my  mind  is 
that  it  is  not  a  disease  of  casual  contact  but  of  very  close  contact, 
and  that  by  the  time  the  condition  becomes  highly  infectious,  the 
patient  is  so  ill  that  he  has  taken  to  his  bed,  thereby  frequently 
only  infecting  his  immediate  relatives  and  friends. 
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The  country  had  the  most  severe  Measles  epidemic  for  some 
years  in  the  spring  of  1951.  South  wick  was  much  less  severely 
affected  than  the  neighbouring  districts.  One  m  17  children  under  15 
years  of  age  was  affected  as  against  one  m  8  children  in  the  Shore- 
ham  Urban  District.  This  is  difficult  to  explain  as  th^  division  be¬ 
tween  the  districts  is  purely  artihcial. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

There  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  children 
immunised  against  Diphtheria,  46  per  cent,  of  all  children  under 
5  years  and  67  per  cent,  of  children  aged  5  to  14  years.  It  is  vital 
to  secure  that  not  less  than  75  per  cent,  of  all  babies  are  immunised 
before  their  first  birthday  and  every  effort  must  be  made  to  attain 
this  result. 

Care  of  the  Aged. 

There  has  been  no  improvement  in  the  provision  of  hospital 
beds  for  the  aged  and  chronic  sick.  Waiting  lists  remain  long  and 
not  infrequently  the  patients  die  before  admission  to  hospital  can 
be  arranged.  In  this  part  of  the  country,  with  an  elderly  popula¬ 
tion,  this  is  becoming  one  of  our  major  social  problems.

Southwick  is  a  small  urban  area  on  the  south  coast,  situated 
lour  miles  west  o-f  Brighton. 

The  eastern  arm  of  Shoreham  Harbour,  known  locally  as 
The  Canal,"  flowing  eastwards,  form  the  southern  boundary  of 
the  district.  On  the  strip  of  land  south  of  the  Canal  are  situated 
the  Electricity  Works  of  the  Brighton  Corporation  and  the  Works 
of  the  Brighton  Gas  Company.  The  sheltered  water  of  the  Canal 
is  used  as  a  harbour  by  sundr}^  private  yachts. 

Fishing,  Agriculture,  a  Dye  Works,  the  Gas  and  Electricity 
undertakings  referred  to  above  and  retail  shop-keeping  provide 
occupation  for  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants.

National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

Since  the  National  Health  Service  Act  came  into  force  on  July 
5th,  1948,  the  following  services  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Local 
Health  Authority,  which  is  West  Sussex  County  Council  : — 

The  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children, 

Domiciliary  Midwifery, 

Health  Visiting, 

Home  Nursing, 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care, 

Home  Help, 

Mental  Health, 

Ambulance  and  Hospital  Car  Service, 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 
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I. — Local  Health  Authority  Services. 

Nursing. 

General  District  Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and  School 
Nurses  are  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  serve  in  the  area. 

IVIaternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

centre  is  held  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoon  at  the 
Social  Club,  at  2.30,  under  the  County  Councihs  Child  Welfare 
Scheme,  the  local  district  nurses  being  m  charge  of  it,  and  one  of 
the  local  Medical  Practitioners  being  m  attendance  once  a  fortnight 
on  a  Thursday.  An  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  also  held  Fortnightly  on 
Friday,  at  the  Community  Centre  at  2.30  p.m. 

Day  Nurseries. 

There  is  no  day  nursery  in  the  district. 

School  Clinics. 

No  Minor  Ailment  Clinic  is  held  in  the  district,  but  children 
attending  Southwick  Schools  may  be  sent  to  the  Shoreham-by-Sea 
Minor  Ailment  Clinic. 

Eye  Clines  and  Speech  Therapy  Clinics  are  also  held  at 
Shoreham-by-Sea  Health  Centre,  and  Orthorpsedic  Clinics  at 
Lancing  Health  Centre. 

Children  suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  are  seen 
by  appointment  at  the  Sussex  Throat  and  Ear  Hospital,  Brighton. 

A  Physiotherapy  Clinic  is  held  at  Shoreham-by-Sea  Health 
Centre. 

Chest  Clinics. 

The  Worthing  Hospital  Management  Committee’s  Chest  Clinic, 
held  at  Southlands  Hospital,  is  available  to  the  residents  of  South¬ 
wick. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

The  Worthing  Hospital  Management  Committee  have  made 
arrangements  entitling  residents  in  the  district  to  attend  the  Clinics 
for  Venereal  Diseases  held  at  Worthing  Hospital. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council,  the  St.  John  Ambu¬ 
lance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  operate  the  Ambulance 
and  Hospital  Car  Service  in  the  County.  Calls  for  an  ambulance  are 
made  through  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance  on  the  case,  or 
through  the  Police  or  public  in  case  of  accidents  or  other  emer¬ 
gencies. 
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Lists  showing  names  and  addresses  of  midwives,  health  visitors 
and  general  nurses  may  be  seen  at  County  Libraries,  Town  Hails 
or  Offices  of  local  District  Councils,  and  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  County  Hall,  Chichester.  Information  as  to  the  situation 
of  clinics  and  times  of  sessions  may  be  obtained  from  the  same 
sources,  or  from  the  local  midwife,  health  visitors  or  general  nurse. 

il. — Hospital  and  Specialist  Services. 

A  comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Doctors  can  arrange  whatever  forms 
of  treatment  are  needed  for  their  patients  in  general  or  special 
hospitals,  whether  as  in-patients  or  out-patients.  Hospital  accom¬ 
modation  of  a  private  nature  is  available  in  certain  circumstances 
subject  to  appropriate  charges.  All  types  of  case  are  thus  provided 
tor — medical,  surgical,  maternity,  infectious  diseases,  and  those  re¬ 
quiring  sanatorium  or  metal  hospital  treatment. 

The  Worthing  Group  Hospitals  comprise  ;  Worthing,  South¬ 
lands,  Swandean,  Littlehampton  and  Arundel  Hospitals  ;  Zachary 
Merton  Maternity  Home,  Rustington,  and  certain  Convalescent 
Homes. 

III. — General  IVIedical  and  Dental  Services. 

Everyone  is  entitled  as  part  of  the  arrangements  for  the 
National  Health  Service  to  general  medical  and  dental  care.  Local 
arrangements  for  these  services  are  organised  through  the  National 
Health  Service  Executive  Council  for  West  Sussex,  63  South 
Street,  Chichester.

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Two  Council  houses  and  three  non-Council  houses  were  found 
to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs  and  disinfested  by  the  Council  by  the 
use  of  sulphur  dioxide,  thermatox  and  spraying  with  Roxem.

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  serve  any  notice  under  these  Regu¬ 
lations  which  prevent  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  taking 
part,  in  the  production  of  milk. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936,  Section  172. 


No  action  has  had  to  be  taken  by  the  Council  under  this  Sec¬ 
tion,  which  gives  power  to  Sanitary  Authorities  to  apply  in  special 
cases  for  a  Magistrate  N  Order  for  the  removal  of  Tuberculosis  per¬ 
sons  to  an  Institution  for  isolation. 
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
